BLOCKADES. 


Battles With the Mount­ 


ain Storms. 


BLOCKADE BROKEN. 


Record-ÜDion 
Reporters 
at 


the Front, 


PASSENGERS 
SATISFIED, 


Splendid Achievements of the Rail­ 


road Management. 


REYIEW OF THE WHOLE SITUATION. 


C ontinuation o f the Storm —Trains 
to be M oving This M orning 
on “The H ill.”

The condition of affairs at the scene of 
the blockade changed but little during 
yesterday. The slorm let up slightly in 
the morning, hut recommenced in the af­ 
ternoon, preceded by a heavy wind which 
caused numerous slides and drifts. Snow 
then fell more or less heavily all day. The 
army of snow-fighters made a stubborn re­ 
sistance, and not only did they hold their 
own, but they actually continued to ad­ 
vance upon the great banks in the very teeth 
of the storm. The same trouble continued 
all day as was experienced on Wednesday, 
viz., the constant derailing of the rotary 
snow-plow and Ihe driving engines, owing 
to the ice which had formed on the rails. 
It was no fault of the plow itself, whatever, 
that caused these derailments. The firmest 
and most "sure-footed" engines on the 
road experiences the very same difficulty 
on an ice-clad track. 
Another great obstacle encountered was 
the fact that the banks on either side of the 
“cut” between Shady Run and Towles, 
were so high that the rotary could not 
throw the Bnow over them. The result 
was that much of the snow tumbled back 
on the track and interfered with the pro­ 
gress of the plow. 
But, slow as the work was, the sturdy 
snow-fighters—of whom there were fnllv a 
thousand at work in the “cut”—gradually 
fought their way through. 
An anxious party waited patiently for 
the coming of the rotary, as this meant 
practically the breaking of the blockade. 
When, about 1 o’clock in ihe afternoon, 
the unmistakable “ whir” of the rotary be­ 
came audible at Towles, a mighty shout 
went up from the people, and the scene 
was one of much excitement. But though 
the rotary could be plainly heard, she was 
yet a long way from the end of the “cut.” 
The great rotary, however, was never 
working better than she was right at this 
time. 
The “whir" became more and more 
audible. The people at Towles were all 
out, waiiing for the first sight of the big 
machine. Presently n little milky stream 
could be seen spouting up out of the “cut” 
about half a mile distant. This was the 
signal for more enthusiasm. The stream 
approached nearer and nearer and the 
“whir” louder and louder. 
H u rrah ! 
The great plow had burst through the 
last bank and was now snorting and puf­ 
fing in front of Towles station. The en­ 
gineers and firemen were the recipients of 
cougratulations from the crowd. 
Brave fellows, they deserved it. 
“Well," remarked one, as he wiped the 
perspiration 
from 
his steaming brow, 
“we’ve punched a 
hole 
through 
the 
toughest part of the whole blockade, and 
it’s all plain sailing now.” 
True it was. The "cut” between Shady 
Run and Towles was considered by many 
as absolutely impregnable—but not by the 
gallant railroad people, as the result shows. 
But still there was much work ahead. 
When the rotary folks breathed for a few 
minutes, the signal for a fresh start was 
sounded. The westward journey was re­ 
sumed, the idea being to dispose of the 
drifts and other accumulations of snow 
which obstructed the track between Towles 
and Alta. Ouce in the latter place, the 
road was clear to Blue Canyon. 
The experience ot the past few days, in 
the matter of derailments, necessitated 
slow speed over this stretch, but the plow 
stayed with the work nobly ana no serious 
mishaps were met with. 
It was now night and the snow was fall­ 
ing again with more or less severity. A 
high wind also prevailed, which threw up 
many annoying drifts. 
But the snow- 
fighters had become well used to this, and 
now that the great "cut” had been pene­ 
trated, nothing could impede their pro­ 
gress. 
At 11:20 o’clock last night the rotary 
whirled in all her glory into Alta—and the 
back of the great blockade was broken. 
There was another scene of wild enthu­ 
siasm at Alta, the people there cheering 
the sturdy snow-fighters to the echo, for 
their bravery and tenacity. 
Immediately upon the rotary reaching 
Alta, orders were received to turn around 
and retrace the track to Blue Canyon. This 
was for the “polishing” process. 
The dis­ 
tance between Alta and Blue Canyon is ten 
miles. 
It consumed two hours of time to turn 
the rotary and the three driving engines 
around, besides coaling and watering. 
It was about 1:30 o’clock this morning 
when the plow started Eastward. 
With a successful run back to Blue Can­ 
yon, the road up to that place will be per­ 
fectly clear. 
It was calculated that the 
rotary would reach there about daybreak 
this morning. 
As soon as she does reach there the first 
of the blockaded west-bound trains will 
move, and if nothing unforsten happens 
will arrive in this city to-day shortly be­ 
fore noon. 
The rotary will continue on Eastward 
ahead of the delayed East-bound train 


and put them through. The only serious 
obstacle to be encountered auer leaving 
Blue Canyon is at Cascade, where a mile 
and a half of sheds are down. Tnc snow 
here is about fifteen feet deep, on an aver­ 
age, and in some places it is lodged in nar­ 
row “cuts,” where it ¡3 difficult to throw 
the snow o u t; but withal the railroad peo­ 
ple do not look upon this strip with much 
apprehension, and are confident that it cau 
be easily handled. 


A T T H E F R O N T . 


“ R e c o rd -U n io n ” R e p o r te rs a t B lu e C a n ­ 
y o n - H a ile d w ith D e lig h t. 
B lu e C a n y o n , January 231.—The ninth 
day of the great battle with the elements is 
just closing and still the great highway 
over the Sierra Xevada is not opened. But 
the untiring and 
almost superhuman 
efforts on the part of the Southern Pacific 
Company are fast overcoming the difficul­ 
ties. It is needless to say that during all 
this trying and perilous time, both night 
and day, the mighty plows of the company 
and scores of engines, together with nearly 
.2,000 shovelers, commanded by a score of 
trained and thoroughly competeut assist­ 
ants, have battled unremittingly and con­ 
tinuously with the mountains of snow, 
which covered upwards of sixty miles of 
track. 
Tlie situation a', this moment, as regards 
the clearing of the road, is favorable, and if 
the storm ceases for the next forty-eight 
hours it is reasonable to suppose that the 
road will be opened to traffic. 
Your special correspondents set out this 
morning 
FOR THE SECOND TIME 
On foot from Towles for Shady Run, with 
the view of reaching Blue Canyon if possi­ 
ble. 
Several railroad men advised us not to 
attempt the perilous trip for fear of being 
caught in the snowdrifts, which were be­ 
ing tossed about and reformed and madly 
beaten about by the high wind which 
was prevailing at the time. 
Anticipating serious danger of this kind, 
before leaving Towles we secured the 
services of an experienced mountain tele­ 
graph operator, who, with a complete 
outfit of instruments, accompanied us on 
our dangerous tramp. Our plan was that 
if the worst should come, the wires 
might be tapped, and relief summoned. 
Arriving at Shady Run, after a trip full 
of trials and difficulties, we were wel­ 
comed again by the merry passengers, 
and a few short interviews were obtained 
from them. 
PASSENGERS INTERVIEWED. 
Professor Thomas Price, the well-known 
assayer, appointed by the United States 
Government, and who is an old resident ot 
San Francisco, was on the train on his 
way to attend the Convention of the 
United States Mint Commissioners, which 
convenes in Philadelphia, in February. 
Mr. Price was quite jovial, aud said: 
“ While our situation at present is not 
the most desirable, yet the railroad peo­ 
ple have done everything within human 
possibility to contribute to our comfort, 
as far as the surrounding circumstances 
will permit. Most of us do not know 
how hard it has been fcr the company 
to get provisions here, and as long as 
we have plenty we have not consid­ 
ered the difficulties which have had to 
be overcome to get it here. I, for my­ 
self, know that it has had to be packed 
on the backs of men through fearful 
snowdrifts, for a distance of from four to 
to six miles, and yet we have plenty and 
of the best assortment. Even turkey and 
chicken and canned fruits of all kinds 
have been supplied us.” 
MANAGER COONEY TALKS. 
S. P. Cooney, manager of the Boston 
Howard Athenamm Company, upon being 
asked as to the physical condition of his 
company and other passengers, replied : 
“We’re all iu the best of health, and en­ 
deavoring in our own way to put in the 
time to the best advantage, and think we 
have succeeded. So far, ot couse, I admit 
that I am a little anxious to get out of here, 
but what is the use of we folks attempting 
to push the snow, as long as we are from 
Boston and have all the baked beans on 
board that we can eat, including brown 
bread and such like delicacies ? Of course 
you reporters know what the latter means. 
To make a long atory short, the railroad 
company has used snch strenuous endeav­ 
ors to free ns, that they command our 
highest admiration.” 
NO FAULT TO FIND. 
J. P. Smith, a San Francisco m erchant; 
D .A . Posner, representing Sidenberger & 
Co., of New York; T. S. Mclnerny, of J. J. 
Obner & Co, San Francisco, and a number 
of others expressed themselves iu about the 
same manner as did Mr. Cooney and Mr. 
Price. 
All the passengers who were spoken to 
were loud in their praise of Allen Towle, 
the big-hearted pioneer of Towle’s Station, 
who knows himself what it is to be snowed 
in. 
When the train was first blockaded at 
Shady Run and provisions were scarce, Mr. 
Towle, on his own account, started out ten 
men on snow-shoes, supplying each from 
his own house with twenty-five pounds of 
provisions for the passengers. 
This act the passengers will never forget. 
He has also shown your correspondents 
every consideration, furnishing them with 
the best meals and sleeping accommoda­ 
tions, and at the same time refusing (o ac­ 
cept any consideration for his hospitality. 


THE ROTARY. 
Just before your reporters had reached 
Shady Run the rotary plow, backed by 
half a dozen engines, was met standing 
still in an immense cut. 
One engine was off the track, but was 
quickly replaced, and rapid progress was 
being made toward Towle's when we left. 
Despite the warnings of many who were 
familiar with the rapidity with which the 
snow drifts between Shady Run and Blue 
Canyon, your correspondents and ihe oper­ 
ator, eager that the R e c o rd - U n io n should 
again be in the lead as it was yesterday, 
started out east from Shady Run, at their 
imminent peril, leaving all other news­ 
paper men in the rear. 
The R e c o rd - 
U n io n is 
NOW THE ONLY PATER 
Represented as far up as Blue Canyon, and 
the copies of the paper given to the passen­ 
gers both at Shady Run and Blue Canyon 
were the first newspapers that had arrived 
since the blockade began, and were eagerly 
grasped by the imprisoned travelers. 
When the supply had gratuitously been 
distributed, frequent offers of a dollar a 
copy were made for the papers, while fifty 
cents was offered for San Francisco jour­ 
nals, but none could be found. 
The passengers were all loud in their 
praise of the enterprise ot the E e c o b d - 
Ukios, which had given the hnngrv read­ 
ers the first news of the world for ten days. 
AT THE RISK OF THEIR LIVES 
Your corresponnents had proceeded but 
j half a mile from Shady Run wben they 
.* saw by a dark and angry cloud and noted 


by the sharp, cutting wind that the warn­ 
ings given in advance were about to be 
realized. The snow was blown fiercely 
from all directions in the faces of ihe 
tramping travelers. 
The effect was to im­ 
pede their progress, do all they could, and 
it almost disheartened us. 
Yet, spurred ou by a desire for success, 
but not regardless of your direction to take 
all proper precautions, we pushed on. In 
this high altitude and keen rarified atmos­ 
phere you can fancy what it was to fight 
the snow for nearly ten miles over the 
frozen and snow-laden 
mountain tops. 
Often we sank above the knees iu the 
snow, and again would be blown from our 
balance into the drifts, 
HALF BLINDED 
By the whirling, blinding clouds of snow, 
benumbed by cold, knowing, however, that 
to pause for rest was to take the risk of a 
chill and invite death, our little group 
pushed resolutely forward. Though well- 
clad and in vigorous health, we were often 
inclined to turn back and give up the 
fight. You can realize that as the miles 
appeared to lengthen out instead of be­ 
coming less, we came to believe that Na­ 
poleon's passage of the Alps sank into in­ 
significance in comparison to our perilous 
trip and its trials. 
Safely housed now and hearing from old 
mountaiueers that the warnings given ns 
were not idle, and that we risked our lives 
by the trip, we arc not inclined to with­ 
draw the comparison made with the little 
Corporal and his crossing of the Alpine 
hights. 
NO PEN CAN ADEQUATELY DESCRIBE 
That trip, and the R e c o rd -U n io n cannot 
repay us for its trial. But, though it was 
perilous, the scene was awful and graud, 
one that can never be effaced from mem­ 
ory. The angry sky, the scurrying clouds, 
the dull, cold light depressed us, while the 
raging of the storm excited feelings of awe. 
The blasts up and down the gorges roared 
fiercely, and sweeping about us would lift 
the surface snows and whirl them in great 
clouds over into the deep gorges ; then the 
masses of whirling snow, as far as the 
eye could see, would be tossed up again 
by the hundred weight and dashed down 
upon the track, and again these clouds of 
snow would be whirled against the m ount­ 
ain sides and literally driven up, up, far 
aloft along their faces. It was a scene in­ 
describable, and for hours it continued as 
we fought our way painfully 


TO THE FRONT. 
At last we reached Blue Canyon, weary, 
faint and more glad to reach that haven 
than we ever thought we would be to see 
shelter ahead in this world. Our journey 
consumed six hours, so that we made less 
thau a mile aud a half an hour. Here we 
found the imprisoned west-bound overland 
passenger train, which arrived here yester­ 
day from Emigrant Gap. It was found to 
be walled in by great banks of snuw. A 
work train was also on the side track, al­ 
most completely covered with snow. A 
large gang of men wa9 found shoveling, but 
it is nothing in size in comparison with the 
force the railroad company has fighting the 
snow drifts between Towles and Shady 
Run, there being some 1,200 men employed 
on that section.

o rd -U n io n representatives have to-night 
finished a tour of the cars of the overland 
train snowed in here bound west, and in 
some cases find passengers dissatisfied be­ 
cause they are not, as they claim, shown 
enough attention by the railroad people. 
These complaining ones are, for must part, 
occupants of Pullman palace cars, who are 
either too independent to ask for or receive 
attention, and who choose to pay a couple 
o! dollars for a meal rather than take a 
check from the conductor of the train and 
have meals at the station hotel at the 
Southern Pacific Company’s expense, or at 
the company's supply station. 


ph a ses of h u m a n n a t u r e. 
These people hire a boy and send him 
around toa few houses around the station 
to buy bread and other articles, paying for 
the former articles as high as 25 cents a 
loaf. At this rate one meal costs a dollar 
or more, and they pay their own shekels 
for it. But if thev would simply accept 
checks from the conductor they could have 
well prepared and good meals at the hotel 
and not be a cent the loser. 
The telegraph agent here says that he 
offered to supply them with all the bread 
they needed, besides other eatables, out 
these offers were declined, and they then 
made purchases of the bread above re­ 
ferred to. On the other hand, a great many 
other passengers have accepted tickets of­ 
fered. and gone to the hotel three times a 
day, each time securing good meals. 


GOOD MEALS G IV EN PASSENGERS. 
“ I have any number of checks here,” 
said the cashier of the hotel, "and they are 
just as good as fifty cents each, iu cash, to 
me. You boys,” said he to the reporters, 
“have just finished your supper, and I 
leave it to you to say if you didn’t have 
enough, and if you didn’t have good food. 
Of course I can’t furnish strawberries at 
this time of the year, but I can guarantee 
anyone a good, substantial meal, and well 
cooked at that. 
"I have now five days’ supplies left, and 
have orders from the railroad company to 
open the freight cars here and take any­ 
thing I want. 


T H E B E ARE LOTS OF SU PPLIES 
In cars, and no fear that we will ran out 
of food.” 
Conductor C. W. Bradway, having charge 
of ihe train, told your reporters just how 
matters stood. Said he: “I’ve been doing 
all in my power to have these passengers 
cared for and supplied with food, but I 
can’t make them get meals at the station 
when they refuse to do so, and chose to 
buy victuals themselves. I’ve offered to 
give them everything, but they appear to 
think they will lower themselves in stand­ 
ing if they get anything free. However, 
the great majority are enjoying themselves 
and taking the benefit of the opportunity 
offered them. 
HE WANTED TURKEY. 
“One of the passengers actually made a 
demand of me for turkey, but unluckily 
there was none to be found for him.” 
The station agent told your representa­ 
tives that this morning a demand was made 
for eggs. He bunted np the way bills of 
the overland freight train, and found a car 
that contained several cases of eggs. They 
were 
AT ONCE DISTRIBUTED 
To the Pullman passengers. 
We can certify, without fear of contra­ 
diction by any fair-minded man, tbat the 
meals we ate at the hotel table with the 
passengers, that the hotel cashier referred 
to, are wholesome, good, well cooked, of 
surprising variety in the number of dishes, 
and served cleanly and with solicitous at­ 
tention to the needs and desires of the 
guests. 
To-night it is snowing here lightly. To­ 
morrow morning your correspondent will 
pu9h on to Cisco, unless otherwise advised 
to-night.

siderably by the drifts thrown about by 
the high wind, and had also suffered some­ 
what from the heavy snowfall which set In 
to-day and still prevails.

The 
rotary progressed slowly, on account cf the 
icy condition of the track, and was in con­ 
sequence longer iu cleaning up this strip 
than would have otherwise bten the case 
She arrived here to-night at 11:20 o'clock. 
Her arrival means practically the breaking 
of the blockade. The plan now is to re­ 
turn up the road again, to sort of "polish” 
it up—clearing np the additional snow 
which has fallen, and the drifts and slides 
which may have occurred behind the plow 
on her downward trip. She will go up as 
far as Blue Canyon, and will start out 
about 1:30 o’clock in the morning. When 
Blue Canyon is reached the first west­ 
bound train, wnich is at Blue Canyon, will 
be released. It is calculated that plow will 
reach Blue Canyon by daybreak. This will 
land the train in Sacramento before noon, 
barring accidents. The plow will continue 
on Eastward, clearing the way for the de­ 
layed East-bound trains, as well as releas­ 
ing the other West-bound ones, too.

The wires are all down above here, and 
it is considered dangerous to ran even a 
wild engine at night. All north-bound 
passengers have been held here for now 
eight days. There are in the neighbor­

ONE HUNDRED LEFT HERE. 
Very many have been returned to San 
Francisco—all who desired to do so in fact 
—and their money ¡3 refunded, or passage 
secured on steamers to Oregon, and the dif­ 
ference between the fares is relunded. 
Many of those who still remain intend 
to avail themselves of the offer if the 
blockade ¡3 not soon ra;s?d.

TREATMENT. 
Your reporter interviewed many of ihese 
travelers on the cars, where they live and 
sleep, taking their meais a! the depot hotel, 
and all at the expense of the Southern Pa­ 
cific Company. Barring the delay, they 
appear to be perfectly contented, and ex­ 
press themselves in high praise of their 
treatment by the railroad officials. They 
say they pass their time in card-playing, 
singing, cracking j >kes, reading and telling 
stories, and altogether are a jolly-looking 
crowd. 
The gang of snow-shovelers, some 200 
in number, that liberated the train on 
which was Colonel C. F. Crocker, are now 
in town, having come down to-day. There 
is a large gang of men between Sims and 
Dunsmuir, about 400 strong, where the 
snow is some 
TEN FEET DEEP ON A LEVEL. 
This portion of the road, and in the deep 
cuts near Motts, are reported as being the 
worst parts. It is reported there to-night 
that the road cannot be opened for travel 
inside of ten days. 
It is some 170 miles from Sacramento to 
Redding. The more important stations 
above here, with the distances between 
each, are as follows: Rennet;. 17 miles; 
Delta, 21; Sims (where Colonel Crocker was 
imprisoned by the snow), 13; Dunsmuir. 12; 
Mott, 9; Sisson, 0; Edgewood, 17; Gazelle, 
71; Moutague, 144; Horbrook, 174; Coles 
(which is within a half mile of the Oregon 
line), 10; and from there to Ashland, where 
all southbound trains are held, is 20 miles. 
The road from here up to Motts runs 
through the narrow gorge of the Sacra 
meoto river, turning anu twisting snake­ 
like along the canyon from which the 
mountains rise abruptly, and along which 
the conditions are most favorable for both 
land and snow slides. It is a difficult road 
to operate in such weather ns this. 
SEVERITY OF TIIC WEATHER. 
Inhabitants hereabouts do not remember 
any winter that approaches the present one 
In the severity and duration of the storms, 
and of course it is a revelation to the rail­ 
road company, nothing like it nnviDg been 
encountered since the road was built. The 
officials on this division, as on the Central 
Pacific Railroad, have 
SPARED NO EXPENSE 
And no exertion in the endeavor to keep 
the track clear, and in looking after the 
comfort of the delayed passengers. On the 
section between S:m3 and Delta is where 
the chief trouble was. Thi» was cleared 
yester.iav, enabling Colonel Crocker to get 
out and take the back track. The road is 
open to Sims’ now, unless to-day’s storm 
has blocked it again. 
From Sims to Ashland, in Oregon, the 
road is blocked in various places, aud there 
is no telling wben it will be cleared. 
Ko 
sooner are the effects of one storm cleared 
away than another commences. It was 
expected that communication would be 
opened np to-night hetweem Sims and 
Dunsmuir. I cannot learn what is being 
done up toward Sissou’s and Edgewood, 
but the snow is reported as being very 
deep on that section of the road. 


HERCULEAN EFFORTS ARE BEING MADE 
To raise the blockade, and notwithstanding 
ihe storm continues, there will be no let up 
to fighting the snow king. It is safe to 
say tbRt the most anti-railroad man would, 
if he could see the situation, and note the 
efforts made and the money spent in the 
endeavor to keep the road open, give the 
Southern Pacifice Company high praise. 
There is probably no railroad corporation 
in the United States that would go to the 
expense in fighting the elemen's that the 
company named has 
on its mountain 
roads this winter, or that would pay as 
much attention to the comfort of the 
passengers. 
’ The prospects for cessation of the storm 
are anything but encouraging. It is rain­ 
ing hard atthishonr, and at last accounts 
it was snowing harder than ever from 
Sims up. If it continues it will pile the 
“beautiful” higher than it has been. 
THE WIRES ARE DOWN 
And men have been sent to find the 
breaks and repair the lines, but it is a very 
difficult undertaking in the teeth of such a 
driving storm. There is such an enormous 
mass of snow in the mountains here and 
on the western slope of the Sierras that if 
dissolved by warm rain there will be a 
flood 8long the Sacramento such as so 
white man has yet seen. The Sacramento 
river and adjacent low lands will have to 
carry it all to the ocean. 
The only hope is that when it does clear 
up it will remain cold and freeze the saow 
sufficiently that later it will melt slowly, 
in which case, while the river wonld be 
high until late in the season, it would not 
be dangerously so.

All the snow-bound passengers are being 
well taken care of by the railroad company 
and no suffering is likely to occur. The 
effect of the blockade in this city has been 
to interfere considerably with commercial 
interests, caused by the delay of mails and 
stocks of merchandise.

The east-bound traffic 
is not so badly interfered with, as it was 
sent over the Southern Pacific as soon as 
the blockade became serious on the regular 
route.

The blockade extends from the Summit, 
on the east, to Towles, on the west—a dis­ 
tance of thirty-five miles, all within Cali­ 
fornia. At the Summit the enow is 24 feet 
on the level, and a; other portions of the 
blockaded track it averages eight feet for 
miles.

THE BATTLE WITH THE ST0EM. 
The battle with the elements still goes 
on in the upper Sierras and in the Siski­ 
you mountains. Literally in the clouds, 
the heroic railroad men wage war upon 
the snow king and dispute territory with 
him inch by inch. 
In the entire history 
of railroading there has been no sucli 
mighty struggle, no such indomitable 
perseverance to keep roads open in the 
face of the greatest storms known to the 
coast since its occupation by the white 
man. 
W hile the railroad men do not enter­ 
tain for a moment the thought of yield­ 
ing and abandoning their lines to the de­ 
fiant elements, it may be that human 
powers will be overmatched, and that for 
a time the roads will he closed by snow 
even to the gallant advance of the armie8 
of workers under the leadership of the 
trained railroad men who are marshaling 
them along the narrow pathway of the 
roads across the mountains. But should 
the storms increase in intensity to a degree 
that will render futile for a time the 
effort to clear the way, it will be for but a 
very short time. 
It will require no very vigorous exercise 
of the fancy for each reader to picture to 
himself the scenes of the contest, and the 
enormous difficulties which face the rail­ 
road management. It has now to meet 
what is practically a new and still more 
difficult problem—that is to keep clear the 
narrow channels the plows have carved 
through the snow. The walls of these 
channels rise from five to twenty feet in 
hight, and become frozen until they are 
like giant walls of rock, erected close to 
the track on either side. As new snow 
falls the winds sweep it over and into these 
cuts, which thus may speedily fill, with 
the consequent necessity of excavating un­ 
der the disheartening disadvantage of hav­ 
ing to throw these new deposits upon and 
over these frozen walls. 
In some cases 
even a greater danger meets the railroad 
managers, to wit: The caving down of the 
lofty banks of snow from the mountain 
sides, and their descent upon the tracks in 
avalanches that wreck everything in their 
path. Against these two great dangers it 
is simply impossible to advance preventive 
measures. 
All that can be done is to pa­ 
tiently, tirelessly undo, as best may he 
done, the damage resulting in each case, 
and over and over again dig out the line of 
the roads and push on the trains from 
point to point as opportunity affords. 
It is a mighty task that lies before these 
heroic people, and it is a source of pride 
to all Californians that they have shown 
themselves to be of such mettle as does 
not cower before the storm, but is stimu­ 
lated to still more of exertion the greater 
the difficulties that confront them. It 
will go down in the annals of railroading 
that the California railroad men in this 
year of grace worked armies of thousands 
of men upon the higher altitudes of the 
Sierras and in the gorges of the Siskiyou 
mountains in the midst of the greatest of 
storms, fed and housed them in comfort, 
and protected and kept in satety from the 
storms, and in health and comparative 
ease, several hundred passengers in lofty 
altitudes and far removed from settle­ 
ments and the bases of usual supply of the 
necessaries of life. No one in California 
feels the slightest doubt about the passen­ 
gers being extricated from their snowy 
prisons and transported in safety to the 
green plains of the smiling valley. They 
may be yet some days detained, but the 
skill and will power that has brought them 
thus far and kept them from the discom­ 
forts of Arctic rigors and the recourse to 
short rations, will bring them in safety to 
their destination. It is a gigantic task to 
e'ear the way, but it will certainly be ac­ 
complished. 
NO NEW CHARTER. 
At a meeting held last evening by gen­ 
tlemen nominated on the Citizens’ ticket 
of freeholders for the framing of a new 
charter, it was unanimously decided that 
the Trustees be advised to withdraw the 
call for an election, as it is inexpedient at 
this time to undertake the making of a 
charter. This conclusion was reached on 
the ground pointed out several weeks ago 
by the K ecosd-U n ios, that ns charter we 
can make will be free from assault by 
legislation hereafter, in the enactment of 
general laws. That while the charter that 
might be made would be free from inter­ 
ference by any special laws, it would be 
subject to general laws, and hence be the 
shuttlecock of the Legislature, precisely 
as was the unfortunate new charter of the 
city of Oakland, which an apparently in­ 
nocent Act of the Legislature, passed to 
accommodate a southern town, has prac­ 
tically nullified. 
Every lawyer named by the Trustees 
.for the Freeholders’ ticket, and every 


lawyer on the Citizens’ ticket, has now, in 
writing or orally, taken this position, that 
a new charter will be subject to precisely 
the dangers that this journal, in common 
with the Bulletin and Alta of San Fran­ 
cisco, pointed out many weeks ago. It 
may be assumed now that the Trustees 
will withdraw the proclamation for an 
election for freeholders. When the elec­ 
tion of next November comes on, a con­ 
stitutional amendment is to be voted for 
to cure the clause in the Constitution that 
strips municipalities, under charters framed 
under the Constitution, of their independ­ 
ence, and it will flien be well to remember 
that it is a duty to vote for the adoption of 
the amendment—and we are by no means 
certain that, even after that, it will not be 
necessary to propose still another amend­ 
ment, as heretofore pointed out by this 
journal, before it will be wise to make a 
new charter. 


ALONG THE PACIFIC COAST. 


THE COPYRIGHT CONGRESS. 
International copyright won a decided 
victory in the agreement reached by the 
late International Congress held at Monte­ 
video. It was there agreed that an author 
should enjoy in any of the signatory States 
the same rights as to his literary work that 
he has in his own State, or where the 
work was first published. Property in 
literary and artistic work is then affirma­ 
tively recognized, and unauthorized edi­ 
tions are declared to be unlawful. The 
punishment for infringement is to be 
meted out under the laws of the State 
where the ofiense is committed. Three of 
the South American Stites did not have 
representatives at the Congress, but a 
protocol provides that the signatory Pow- 
cjrs shall, on approving the treaty, express 
themselves whether States not represented 
in the Congress shall he permitted to sign 
the treaty and receive its benefits as fully 
as if they had been represented. 
The question remains whether the 
United States of North America shall be 
permitted to become a party to the treaty. 
Our nation was not invited to attend the 
Congress, but there is a strong belief en­ 
tertained at Washington that Congress is 
not averse to becoming a party to the 
treaty, and Spain and France are likely to 
express similar desires. It is the opinion, 
as expressed in the New York Times by 
Señor Pena, the Argentine lawyer, who 
was a member of the Congress and is a 
representative in the Pan-American Con­ 
gress, that the intention of the signatory 
representatives was that any foreign State 
may be admitted that desires to subscribe 
to the agreements of the Convention. If 
this develops as the true interpretation of 
the ruatier, the question arises, W ill the 
United States longer delay entering into 
the agreement ? Let us hope not; we 
ought to be very glad to secure for our 
writers and artists the privileges of copy­ 
right in South American States, and for 
the matter of that, in Spain and France 
also. We produce ten books to one issued 
in the southern continent, and our liter­ 
ary producers would therefore benefit 
greatly more than those of South America. 
So, too, we outstrip Spain immeasurably in 
literary and similar works, and there is at 
the same time in that country a broad 
field for the circulation of American books, 
We meet France more nearly on a level, 
hut probably in her case we have a pre­ 
ponderance of the business of publishing. 


F ift y -six graduates of New York 
schools, including some from normal col­ 
leges, applied at the Cooper Institute re­ 
cently to enter the first class in stenogra­ 
phy. Out of the entire lot, coming from 
thirty-nine schools, not more than three 
could correctly answer all of the five simple 
questions propounded requiring some 
thought. These questions were upon top­ 
ics that they had all pursued as studies. 
One of them was, “Can you write the num­ 
ber of the current year in Roman numer­ 
als ?” Amazing as it may seem, but five 
could do it. No doubt such a question 
would puzzle a good many business men 
of capacity for a few moments, but it ought 
not to embarrass pupils fresh from high, 
grammar and normal schools, where Ro­ 
man numerals are taught. The question 
is very much occupying the public mind 
now whether our system of educating in 
the common schools is not proceeding from 
the wrong end ? Certainly this is true, 
that when we have turned out a large 
body of pupils, we find but few of them 
with enough knowledge of practical things 
to enable them to become self-helpful 
without long additional training. Was 
Professor Kennedy right in the statement, 
made the other evening in this city, that 
our system proceeds upon this line: “The 
hammering in of expression, with the idea 
of aiding the pupil to form a conception, 
that he may understand the object ?” If so, 
there ought tobe no two opinions about the 
soundness of his charge. There is some­ 
thing dangerously wrong when a friend of 
the school system like the New York 
Evening Post feels justified in speaking o£> 
the youDg men and women in the exami 
nation referred to in these words: “It is 
enough to say that the whole fifty-six ex­ 
aminations not merely showed scarce a 
trace of the power of original thinking, 
but were very weak instances of even of 
what the late Roger Riderhood would 
have called ‘Poll-parroting,’ betraying a 
hopeless, hideous ignorance, heart-break­ 
ing to the friends of the schools and popular 
education.” 


T h e report comes that Ruskin is rapidly 
sinking, that he has for some months been 
a mental imbecile, and that latterly he has 
been insane to a degree of violence. All 
which is not improbable. 
Such great 
minds as his not infrequently give way 
suddenly, when the physical man is re 
duced by illness or very old age. Rus- 
kin’s has been a wonderful life of activity 
and vigor in the realms of art, architect­ 
ure and a varied line of literary labors. 
His versatility and his marvelous indus­ 
try have long been the admiration of the 
world. It is pitiful to see him go down to 
the grave a mental wreck, but no matter 
how he dies, the useful, fruitful life he has 
led will always stand a splendid monu­ 
ment to one of the most gifted minds of 
the centurv.

NO SIDE LIGHTS. 
The H aytian Republic Crushes Into the 
Schooner Elvenia. 
San F rancisco, January 23d.—Careless­ 
ness on the part of Captain Soderman, of 
the schooner Elvenia, was the cause of a 
collision on the bay at an early hour this 
morning. The schooner was run down 
and all but sunk by the steamer Haytian 
Republic, and Captain Soderman is down 
for a heavy fine from the Collector. 
The Haytian Republic passed into port 
from Port Townsend long before daylight 
and her master, Captain Brown, was on the 
bridge. When between Meiggs wharf and 
Alcatraz Captain Brown saw the schooner 
loom up in the darkness before him and 
he endeavored to stop his vessel before the 
crash came. The steamer had too much 
headway, however, and the Elvenia, which 
was riding at anchor without her lights dis­ 
played, was struck sidewise and all but up­ 
set." She lost her jibboom and the steamer 
lost a portion of her bulwarks and her 
after boat, as well as sustaining other dam­ 
age.This morning Captain Brown reported 
the matter to Deputy Surveyor John T. 
Fogarty, complaining that the Elvenia did 
not exhibit sidelights as required by law. 
Fogarty gave the complaint a thorough in­ 
vestigation, and finding it well founded re­ 
ported the matter lo Collector Phelps, as 
the same time recommending that Soder 
man be fined $200 for his neglect. The fine 
was assessed this afternoon. 


SAN FRANCISCO. 
Tug W ilson Convicted—The D eath R ate—

San F rancisco, January 23d.—Out of 168 
deaths during the past six days, 77 were 
caused by an affection of the lungs, the 
chief ailment being pneumonia, of which

guilty of manslaughter for shooting and 
killing John Whalen, his cousin, during a 
row several months ago. Wilson, whose 
name is Wilkerson, claimed he acted in 
self-defense, and that Whalen hit him 
with a loaded cane.

group. I learned addition in the same 
way, by infinite practice, until now I can 
sum up four or five columns at a time as 
readily and accurately as one column. I 
learned fractions the same way, by cease­ 
less persistence and care. For many years 
I have dwelt in a world of figures, till all 
their combinations are as familiar hi me 
as the keys of his instrument to a skilled 
pianist.’ ”— Commercial Educator.

He demanded a card of admis­ 
sion to the dining-room, which was given 
him, and which he immediately presented 
to the usher who had a short time before 
seated him.

THE FARMING INDUSTRY. 


BLOCKADES. 


Cause of the Decay of the A gricultural 
Industry E ast and W est. 
[From the Youth's Companion.J 
Some melancholy views of the state of 
agriculture in the United States have late­ 
ly been put forth by a Convention of farm­ 
ers representing several State, held in St. 
Louis. 
At the same time that the authorities 
of certain of the Eastern States hav­ 
ing agricultural matters in their de­ 
partments are 
lamenting that the 
competition of the West is mak­ 
ing farming unprofitable in the East, 
and that the more brilliant prospects of 
agriculture in the West are causing farm­ 
ers to desert their homes and leave tho 
land to grow up to forest, the farmers of 
the Central Western States meet and re­ 
solve that “agriculture is a decaying in­ 
dustry.” 
Still further west, on the plains of Kan­ 
sas, Nebraska and Dakota, very many 
farmers are sunk deeply in debt, and are 
often bankrupted, not because they can not 
raise enough from their farms to live on, 
hut because a drought or some other calam­ 
ity makes it impossible for them to pay the 
heavy interest upon the mortgage on their 
land.The condition of things," either East or 
West,which is correctly represented hy such 
unfavorable reports, is exceptionally rather 
than universal. In the East, and even in 
the most unproductive sections of the 
New England States, there are many pros­ 
perous farmers, and the West, even in the 
portions from which most complaints of 
debt and unprofitable production come, re­ 
mains the garden of the world. 
Why, then, should we lie told that agri­ 
culture is dead in the East and dying in 
the West ? 
A foreign authority who has studied the 
matter, says that the want of prosperity 
complained of iu our agriculture is due to 
the effects of long-continued want of thor­ 
oughness. 
“The ‘ruin’ of those who have been 
ruined,” says this authority, “comes from 
carelessness, ignorance, improvidence and 
disorder. They find in the West the land 
new and fertile; they exhaust it by tilling 
it without improving it, without enriching 
it, without varying the crops. 
“They take away more than they give 
back, until the land ceases to yield them 
good crops, and then they borrow money 
at heavy rates of interest. The usury eats 
up what they have left, and when the 
creditor comes down upon them they 
move on to the far West, take another 
homestead and begin over again.” 
Even in the East there are few farmers 
who cultivate their farms with complete 
thoroughness, allowing no source of wealth, 
however small, to go to waste. Yet thor­ 
ough farmers are always found to he the 
prosperous ones. 
Our agriculture has a lesson of minute 
thoroughness to learn from the old world 
before it can he profitatile in the very high 
degree of which it is capable. This lesson 
it may have to learn through the adver­ 
sity of such of its followers as forget the 
saying of Franklin that “always taking out 
of the meal-tub and never putting in soon 
comes to the bottom.” 
Perhaps our agriculture is not the only 
American industry which has this lesson 
to learn. Certainly “push” and enterprise 
are desirable qualities. To them, as well 
as to the native wealth of our resources, 
is due a great share of our wonderful na­ 
tional prosperity. But in a contest be­ 
tween enterprise and thoroughness, it is 
thrift that wins. 
Thoroughness is only another name for 
careful and intelligent attention to detail, 
clear through to the end, in whatever busi­ 
ness we undertake. It is perhaps as often 
the foundation of success as dash and en­ 
terprise. 
MaDy branches of American manufact­ 
ures have succeeded much more distinctly 
by reason of their thoroughness of meth­ 
ods than on account of any quality of dash 
or audacity that has entered into them. 
Success in manufacture, indeed, ulti­ 
mately depends on the thorough merit of 
goods produced. 
W ith the development 
of the country, carrying with it the oc­ 
cupation of all productive land and the 
filling up of avenues of trade, the key to 
success in agriculture and business is also 
sure to be found in that one word, “thor­ 
oughness.”

It will be 
noticed that our reporters were the first to 
reach and send news from the imprisoned 
trains east of Shady Run, and the only ones 
who succeeded in reaching the west-bound 
train at Blue Canyon.

THE TIMES NOT PROPITIOUS FOR A 
NEW CHARTER. 


Six F re e h o ld e r C an d id ates O pposed to a 


C h a rte r a t th is T im e—T h eir 
R easons T h erefo r. 


In response to a call for a meeting of 
those citizens who had been placed in nom ­ 
ination as Freeholders to frame a new city 
charter, there assembled at the Board of 
Trade rooms last evening A. P. Catlin, W. 
A. Anderson, W. F. Knox, C. E. Grunsky, 
M att F. Johnson and Adolph Heiibron. 
Of these gentlemen Messrs. Catlin, H eii­ 
bron and Johnson were among the Free­ 
holders selected by the City Trustees, and 
Messrs. Anderson, 
K nox and Grunsky 
am ong the num ber on what is known as 
the Citizens’ ticket. Mr. Catlin is also on 
the latter. The weather was stormy, which 
fact doubtless accounted for the absence of 
others. 
The meeting was called to order by W . 
A. Anderson, who nom inated Mr. Catlin 
for Chairman, and he was unanim ously 
chosen to preside. 
C. E Grunsky was elected Secretary. 
Mr. Catlin explained his object in call­ 
ing the meeting. 
He said it was to dis­ 
cuss the propriety of fram ing a new char­ 
ter at this tim e for the city. 
W hen the 
subject of a new charter was first broached 
he entertained the opinion th at one was 
dem anded by the interests of the city, 
and had so expressed himself. 
Since 
then, however, he had given more study 
to the m atter, and finally came to the 
conclusion that there were m any consid­ 
erations which made it advisable to post­ 
pone action in that direction for another 
year. There is a proposed am endm ent to 
the Constitution to be presented to the 
people at the next general election—and 
which he had no doubt would be ratified 
—under which all, or nearly all, existing 
objections that are now urged to a new 
charter would be removed. 
If this am end­ 
m ent should be adopted the city would 
then be in a condition to proceed, as it 
was now proposed to proceed, to frame a 
new charter. 
The im portant feature of this am end­ 
ment, he said, was that it so amends the 
constitutional provision 
relative to the 
adoption of city charters that the word 
“special” will be stricken out, so that no 
laws—special or general—can be allowed 
to conflict with the terms of charters that 
m ay be enacted. 
The Supreme Court has 
held that the Vrooman Act was a general 
law, and therefore not affected bv charters 
adopted after its passage. Under the pro­ 
posed new am endm ent we would get rid of 
that law and others of a general character 
th at m ight possess objectionable features. 
The city could thus nave a street law of 
her own, suited to her special needs. These 
and sim ilar considerations had caused him 
to think it advisable for Sacramento to 
wait another year before adopting a new 
charter. 
Mr. Johnson—“And a year hence we will 
be better able to determine just where we 
stand as to population.” 
Mr. Catlin—“Yes, we now think we have 
about 30,000 population, but we do not 
know ju st what it is, as there has been no 
census taken for ten years.” 
Mr. K nox said he quite agreed with 
Mr. Catlin, 
that 
the 
framing 
of a 
new 
charter should 
be postponed for 
another year. H e was satisfied that, for 
several reasons, a new charter would now 
be defeated. It would be a waste of money, 
he believed, to hold an election, as it 
would cost perhaps $18,000 or $20,000. The 
proper thing to do, he thought, would be 
for the City Board of Trustees to recall its 
order for the election. 
Mr. Anderson—“1 move, Mr. Chairm an, 
that, as the sense of this meeting, the City 
Trustees be requested to recall the order 
and to wait another year before calling the 
election.” 
Mr. Heiibron seconded the motion. 
Mr. Johnson said he fully coincided with 
w hat had been said regarding the advisa­ 
bility o f postponing the election for another 
year. H e had that m orning notified the 
Trustees of his declination to serve on the 
Board of Freeholders. 
His chief reason 
was what he believed to be the danger that 
threatened the Funded Debt Commission 
should a new charter be adopted. W ith 
all due respect for the opinions of Mr. Cat­ 
lin and others who held differently on this 
point, he still feared that the good work of 
that Commission would be nullified by the 
adoption of a new charter at this sime. A 
new Commission could, of course, be ap­ 
pointed, but he did not believe the present 
one could hold the moneys and bonds ac­ 
quired by it, but they would have to be 
passed over into the hands of the city and 
the bonds canceled. 
Under the constitu­ 
tional am endm ent to be subm itted to the 
people next fall all these obstacles would 
be removed, and if the am endm ent should 
be adopted our people could go ahead and 
enact local laws to suit themselves. 
Mr. Heiibron thought the city could work 
along one year m ore under the present 
charter. A new one now, he was certain, 
would be defeated. 
Mr. Anderson’s m otion was then adopted 
unanim ously. 
On motion of Mr. Johnson. Secretary 
Grunsky was instructed to formally notify 
the City Trustees of the action taken, and 
the m eeting then adjourned.

Believing it to be to the interest of the 
citv to provide for all alike, I would ask 
the writer to include one or two more in ­ 
lets that are not to be entirely ignored. For 
instance, the trade of the Sacramento river 
from below W alnut Grove via Freeport, 
and also the Lower Stockton road from the 
southern boundary via Franklin, are en­ 
titled to some consideration. Now I will 
subm it m y theory, and then will cease to 
annoy your readers further on this subject. 
I will first propose to connect as m any of 
those proposed thoroughfares as are conve­ 
nient for economy and conveyance, by 
forming a junction at some point where it 
will accommodate the greatest am ount of 
travel. Now, I am satisfied that if this 
m atter is taken in hand and bronght be­ 
fore the people in a proper light, it will 
be easily accomplished.

Ju d g e H u n t's E ate Ju d g m e n t A ffirm ed 
by th e S uprem e C ourt—N early 
«400,000 Saved. 


The m ost im portant decision that the 
Suprem e Court has made in m any years 
affecting the interests of this city was 
handed down yesterday. It is one of the 
city bond cases, and affirms the judgm ent 
rendered by Superior Judge H unt—that 
coupons do not draw interest after m atur­ 
ity. The decision is by Justice W orks, 
and is concurred in by Justices McFar­ 
land, Fox and Patterson, Justice Thornton 
alone dissenting. Its text is as follows : 
“The object of this action is the same as 
Bates vs. Gerber, No. 13,329, opinion filed 
January 16,1890, the case referred to being 
a m andam us against the Treasurer to com­ 
pel the paym ent of interest on overdue 
coupons, and this is an action directly 
against the city to recover such interest. 
We held in Bates vs. Gerber that the cou­ 
pons did not draw interest after m aturity, 
and the decision in that case is decisive in 
this. It was held in Davis vs. Yuba 
County, 75 Cal., 452, that the coupons of 
certain bonds issued by said county bore 
interest after m aturity, but that case dif­ 
fered m aterially from this. Here a specific 
fund is provided for the payment of the 
bonds and annual interest and nothing 
more, and no other means of paying any­ 
thing more is provided. In the case cited 
it appears that the county was made gen­ 
erally liable to pay the bonds and interest, 
and if the fund specifically provided for 
their paym ent was insufficient, the Treas­ 
urer was authorized to draw on the general 
fund, and if that proved insufficient, the 
Board of Supervisors was authorized to 
raise the necessary funds by contracts or 
loans. 
As the county was made generally 
liable for the annual interest, and means 
provided for m eeting it, we see no reason 
why the county should not have been held 
liable for interest on the coupons if the 
same were aot paid at m aturity. B ut for 
the reason stated in the opinion first above 
referred to, we are of the opinion that no 
such liability attached under the circum­ 
stances of this case, and that for that rea­ 
son the dem urrer to the complaint was 
properly sustained.” 


A GREAT VICTORY. 
Both A. P. Catlin and W. A. Anderson, 
who have figured prom inently in the city 
bond suits as counsel for the city, assured a 
R eco rd -U k io n reporter last night—when 
informed of this decision—that it was a 
great victory for the city. 
They both said 
it would save to the city close upon $400,­ 
000 that the bondholders have been en­ 
deavoring to get in the way of interest on 
coupons that are past m aturity. 
If the Courts bad decided in favor of the 
bondholders the result would have been a 
hard blow to the city, but as it is, the latter 
comes out of the severe struggle for the 
supremacy w ith flying colors. 


THE MAYOR JUBILANT. 
Mayor Gregory was also agreeably exer­ 
cised on being told of the good news. 
“That decision,” 
said 
he. “virtually 
breaks the back of the bond litigation. 
It 
places the city squarely on top in the fight, 
aud leaves her in a position to m ake almost 
her own terras with her creditors.” 
“ W hat proportion of the debt is still un- 
m atnred ?" the reporter asked. 
“Only about $300,000,” replied the Mayor, 
“and that will m ature three years from 
now. The holders of these past-due cou­ 
pons th at can bring no interest will now 
naturally want to dispose of them on the 
best terms. The city is in the m arket as a 
buyer, represented by the Funded Debt 
Commission, and as nobody else wants to 
buy non-productive paper, the owners will 
be glad to take a reasonable figure from the 
city. If the Commission takes advantage 
of the situation and manages the business 
with the same good judgment displayed in 
the past, the city will soon be out of the 
Slough of Despond in which she has been 
floundering these m any years. Oh, it’s a 
big thing, I tell you, for onr taxpayers!”

The heavy rains caused several slides in 
the railroad grade between Placerville and 
Shingle Springs, and a work train went up 
from Sacramento on Monday to clear the 
track a short distance west of Placerville, 
between Hangtown and Weber creeks. No 
serious difficulty has yet been experienced 
in keeping the track clear, and trains have 
not been delayed. 
The owners of the Church m ine, not far 
from the town of Mud Springs, have devel­ 
oped a bonanza on the 500-foot level daring 
the past week, which will lend m uch en­ 
couragement to m ining interests in that lo­ 
cality. About two years ago the m ine was 
purchased by ex-Governor Perkins, Jacob 
Neff, of Placer, and W. H. Brown, of Shin­ 
gle Springs. Since then it is stated that 
General Brown has sold out. After pros­ 
pecting the m ine to some extent, the ow n­ 
ers decided to provide a complete .outfit of 
hoisting m achinery with which to sink the 
shaft to a sufficient depth to insure a thor­ 
ough development. Since its erection a 
new shaft has been sunk vertically east of 
the ledge, and has now reached a depth of 
530 teet. 
At the 500-foot level ibe ledge was tapped 
and found to be at least twelve feet in 
width. The ore is very rich, and as soon 
as 
arrangements 
can 
be made for a 
proper dum ping ground some of it will be 
taken out and the mill set to work. 
The quartz mines in this vicinity are on 
the m other lode, and have always, when 
properly 
worked, proved 
good paying 
property.

A gentleman down from Placerville yes­ 
terday says all the higher altitudes of El 
Dorado county are covered with snow, in 
some places to depths greater than ever 
known in the recollection of the oldest in­ 
habitant. 
W hat is known as the North, or George­ 
town Divide, has been covered w ith a coat 
of the beautiful for the past two weeks, 
extending as low down as Greenwood and 
Pilot H ill. All the m ining ditches have 
been snowed up and operations in all the 
mines suspended. 
At Georgetown they have had two and a 
half feet of snow on the level, and wagons 
have been superseded with sleighs. The 
storekeepers have an abundance of pro­ 
visions, fuel is plentifnl aud the people are 
not suffering in the least. The cattle and 
horses have been driven to the country 
south of Pilot Hill, where they have good 
and an abundance of feed. 
Several barns, two sawmills and the 
hoisting works of one or two quartz mines 
have been crushed with the weight of 
snow, but the damage can be repaired at 
little expense. 
The young people of Georgetown and 
Greenwood are having grand times with 
sleighing parlies, and the jingling of bells 
on every clear m oonlight night is accom­ 
panied by the happy voices of those who 
m ake the best of the situation. “Straw 
ride parties” are of daily occurrence. 
The roads throughout the country below 
the snow lim it are almost impassable. The 
“bottom has dropped out” of them , and 
two horses can hardly pull an empty 
wagon. 
So far but one fatality has been reported, 
and that can hardly be attributed to the 
storm.

Scarce. 
Chicago. January 23d.—F . E. Paxton, a 
well-to-do business man of Shablona, De 
¿ a lb county, in this State, who spent some 
days in the afflicted districts of South Da­ 
kota. s a y s : 
"In Miner county they have 
no llour, the staple of life being badiy- 
ground cornmeal, end there is a notable 
insufficiency of that. Every farm is m ort­ 
gaged, in m any caees for more than a sale 
under the present prices would realize. 
‘ Most of thest*ck has been levied on and 
sold by the Sheriff at public auction, the 
ridiculously low prices obtained being elo­ 
quent not only of the starving condition of 
the cattle, but -of the scarcity of means in 
the comm unity, cows fetching as low as 
$5 apiece, horses "$8 to $-0, while sheep and 
pigs are sim ply unsalable, there being noth­ 
ing to feed them witb. 
"The wonren and children bear evidence 
of the hardships they have undergone in 
their pinched and meager faces. In many 
instances ibey are c¡ci;e unprovided with 
clothing w ith which to withstand the rigors 
of winter, what they now have being in a 
ragged and worn-out condition. 
"F lour is mo3t needed, especially in 
K ingsbury and m inor counties. Clothing 
for the women and children, provisions of 
any kind just now, would be a Godsend to 
thousands who are in a semi-starving con­ 
dition. 
Uniese relief isgiven with a liberal 
hand this winter in South Dakota, you will 
hear of m any dea’hs from starvation, and 
the reports will undoubtedly have founda­ 
tion in fact.” 
Mrs. A.C. Cleveland, of Edmonds, S. D., 
confirms Paxton s story. This lady is in 
Minneapolis, where she is m aking a heroic 
effort in behalf of the sufferers. 


PER IL O U S VOYAGE. 


R o u g h VYenV.ier E n co u n tered by aSt-eam - 
«IÚ» ou the- A tlan tic. 
New Y ork, January 23d.—The steam­ 
ship Ehylaader, from Antwerp, experi­ 
enced some of the roughest weather ever 
know n on the Atlantic. January 12th one 
of the r tost terrific storms ever experienced 
came on. A towering wave swept ovcrthe 
decks with such fury that six lifeboats on 
the upper deck were stove. 
At the same 
tim e a terrific wave boarded the ship 
astern, crushing in the turtle-back over the 
steering machinery, and 
rendering all 
steering impossible.

D.l 
special to the Pioneer Press, says: Trouble 
has broken out again on the “mile square" 
between intending settlers and the In ­ 
dians. The latter, anticipating the im ­ 
mediate opening of the reservation, are 
cutting all the wood along w e Bad and 
Missouri rivers, and moving it back to the 
lands which they intend to take up accord­ 
ing to the provisions of the Sioux bit!. 
The settlers think this an injustice to 
them , and hence the trouble. To-day an 
attem pt was made by the settlers of the 
“mile square” to stop the Indians, aud for 
a while it looked like there would be a 
serious battle. Troops were hurried for­ 
ward, and sent the settlers hack on the 
space allowed them. 
The Indians have already hauled off 
about a thousand cords of wood. The 
Northwestern Railroad officials now de­ 
clare they intend to hold the “mile square" 
according to the 1879 treaty with the In ­ 
dians.

Franca W illing to Arbitrate the New- 


fonndland Difficnliy. 


ACCIDENT TO GEN. BOULANGER. 


Lively E x p erien ce of an A m b itio u s Young: 
S portsm an. 
It was my ambition when a hoy to catcli 
some docs in winter when the snow was 
deep, and without injury, to put them in a 
park and raise some fawns. 
Oneday, with 
my brother and a three-months-old "pup, I 
went to the h ills to catch a doe. 
From 
the top of the hill, where was a deer yard, 
we soon started a deer, hut could not over­ 
take it until we reached the river. 
The 
stream had been high from a recent thaw, 
and in that condition had frozen over with 
three inches of ice. It had suddenly fallen, 
leaving tire middle free from ice, with a 
strip of several yards wide adhering to the 
banks but a foot or more al>ove the water. 
The deer was discovered lying on the hank 
and under llte ice nicely hidden. 
I pre­ 
pared to cross the river and break down 
the ice above the deer by jumping upon it, 
and, as the ice fell, to catch the deer about 
the neck and hold her until my brother 
could fasten a birch withe about her neck 
This I did, hut my doe was a full-grown 
buck; his horns had dropped oil'some time 
before. 
As I caught him about the neck 
j he took me out into the middle of the 
j stream. 
It was as full of rocks and bowl­ 
ders as could be, with plenty of water rush 
Leg between. 
During our short journey 
together the deer and I were in all pos­ 
sible positions, and what with the cold 
water, the humps on the rocks and the 
kicking received, Í was never more bruised 
nor more angry in mv life. 
But I held 
the buck; and my brother put ou the 
withe. 
\Ye then got the deer to a smooth 
place oo the bank, and holding on to the 
w ithe let him up. 
The deer gave a jump 
high into the air, fell on h is back, and 
putting his hindfeet into the loop about 
his neck did his best to break the loop. 
Not succeeding he got up, and we led him 
quietly toward home. 
Several times on 
the way he eroj>ped buds from the bushes; 
bat after a few days, in spite o f tire great­ 
est care, he died, and, as we said, from 
homesickness. 
But if he bruised himself 
as badly as he did me, his death might 
well be attributed to another cause,—

CANADIANS AROUSED. 


S trin g en t R e g u la tio n s D em an d ed A gainst 
C hinese Im m ig ratio n . 
Ottawa, January 23d.—The wholesale 
infraction of the provisions of the Act of 
Parliam ent restricting the imm igration of 
Chinese is the cause of m uch dissatisfac­ 
tion in B ritish Columbia. Gordon, M. P. 
from Nanaimo, brought the m atter up in 
Parliam ent. 
He asked foT returns showing the total 
num ber of Chinese im m igrants who ar­ 
rived in the Dominion last year, specifying 
the ports of entry and the num ber of cer­ 
tificates of residence issued to Chinese, as 
provided for under the Act to restrict and 
regulate Chinese im m igration in Cauada, 
since the passage of the Act, the num ber 
of Chinese detected iu attem pting to land 
in Canada upon fraudulent certificates, the 
num ber of Chinese who 
have passed 
through Cauada in bond for passage from 
Vancouver by steam er to China, and the 
regulations that have been prescribed for 
placing them securely on board said steamer 
to prevent 
their 
disembarkation into 
Canada. 
In giving notice that he would introduce 
a motion providing for more stringent reg­ 
ulations regarding the immigration of Chi­ 
nese, Mr. Gordon spoke at length of the 
great iDllux of this undesirable class of 
im m igrants, who were paralyzing business 
of every kind in the Pacific Province. 
He condemned the policy of the Govern­ 
m ent in not carrying out more effectively 
the provisions of the Act respecting the 
im m igration of Chinese, and said that un­ 
less the law was made more effective he 
would introduce a new measure of a more 
comprehensive character. 


GLADSTONE’S VIEW S. 


H e T alk s A bout P ro te ctio n an d th e P ro ­ 
posed N avy. 
L ondon, January 231.—Gladstone, speak­ 
ing at Chester, declined to criticise the 
course of Salisbury in the dispute with 
Portugal until he was more fully informed 
as to the details of the case. 
Referring to 
the United States’ plans .tor an enlarged 
navy, he said that country is still enjoying 
the blessings and comforts of restricted 
trade, and, therefore, would pay 40 or 50 
per cent, m ore to baild a navy than it 
would if contented to compete on equal 
terms with other nations. But its resources 
are so great that it can afford to pay for the 
luxury of protection. 
The worst was that while America would 
cite England’s example for enlarging her 
navy, England will give a sim ilar excuse 
for a further naval increase. 
Referring to the Parnell Commission, he 
said that the cumbrous proceedings con­ 
stituted a case of oppression practiced upon 
an individual by a legislative cham ber and 
executive government 
w ithout 
parallel 
since the tim e of Charles II. 


D am aging Storm s in E n g lan d . 
London, January 23d.—A great storm of 
wind and rain prevails in Southern Eng­ 
land, and enormously high tides as a con­ 
sequence. The Severn has overflowed its 
banks. Gloucester Vale is submerged, with 
great loss of property. Portsm outh and

stopped. The damage due to the storm is 
found to be enormous, as reported in detail.

London, January 22d.—The officers of 
the Catalona and Gallia deny seeing wreck­ 
age containing cattle at sea. The master 
of the steam ship Creole, which sighted the 
E rin's life-boat, says the oars were lashed 
fast to the boat, consequently they had not 
been used. He thinks the boat was washed 
from its tastenings.
